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PREFACE. 



The sixth Yolume of the Codex Diplomaticus Aeui 
Saxonici comprises about one hundred and fifty docu- 
ments^ which could not find a place in the first four 
Yolumes. Of these, nearly one-third are in Saxon. 
It is probable that there may still remain, in difierent 
parts of England, from one hundred to one hundred 
and fifty charters unprinted. Transcripts of a portion 
of them are already in my hands, and whenever I am 
fortunate enough to obtain copies of the rest, I shall 
take care that they are published, but for the present 
this work must be considered to be closed ; and witb 
this volume I take leave of the readers who have 
patiently and courteously accompanied me for nine 
years. The extraordinary amount of information to 
be derived from these documents, renders their publi- 
cation an era in the stndies of Teutonic scholars : for 
law, language, and history, they are full of data, with- 
out which no inquiry in this field, however industrious 
and conscientious, could possibh be successful. Ger- 
many and Scandinavia have their part too in the col- 
lection ; it is the running comment upon a dark por- 
tion of history, in which the greatest nations of the 
world dimly and indistinctly figure; and though it 
belongs immediately to England, it contains many no- 
tices which will be valued both north and south of 
the Elbe. Most valuable is it at a moment like this, 
when the singular and exceptional position of oiir 
country challenges investigation at the hand of the 
philosophical historian; and when our privilege of

Many 
of these are found in the Exchequer^ in the oflGice of 
the King's Remembrancer, a few only in the Rolls 
of the Tower ; a few are on single sbeets of vel- 
lam^ as they may have been made out for the re- 
ligious House whose property it was desired to g^ard. 
The most numerous documents, .bowever, are those 
which have been entered into Chartalaries^ or books^ 
belonging to the monasteries^ and preserved by them 
as title deedSy charters of privilege and immunity, and 
either as evidences of property, or rank^ precedence, 
and authority. The idleness of the cloister was some- 
times beguiled by copying such chartularies ; single 
sheets might be mislaid or worn out, if too frequently 
produced for the inspection of either friends or foes ; 
a digested copy of all the land-titles was easier to use, 
and tended to secnre the safety of the originals. 
From time to time these Registers or Chartularies 
were recopied, and, for the most part translated in 
recopying into the form of speech current at the later 
period ; they thus offer to the scientific philologist a 
mass of data upon \^hich inquiries into the progress 
and changes of language can be most securely founded. 
In many cases they have preserved to us copies of 
charters whose originals are no longer found ; and as 
they have also preserved copies of many which we 
possess in their first and oldest form, they supply the 
means of comparison and induction as to the genaine- 
ness of others for which we have no autbority bat 
their own. 

It appears likely to be of some service, if I here give 
a list of the manuscripts and printed books which have 
been used in the compilation of the work, accompanied 
by a short notice of such authorities as appear de- 
serving of remark. It will be seen that the number 
and variety of these authorities is very great ; and it 
may fairly be hoped that the very fact of their being

These are the principal sources from which the 
contents of the preceding volumes have been taken, 
and it requires only a glance to convince any impar- 
tial person, how diflGicult it would have been to make 
any nse of the charters while they remained dispersed 
in so many different repositories. This diflGiculty was 
greatly enhsmced by the confused manner in which 
the documents are heaped togcther in the registers 
and chartularies, where no chronological order is ever 
thought of. Moreover, of the whole number of docu- 
ments, about a fonrth, and the boundaries of nearly 
all, are written in Anglosaxon^ a language which is 
not suflGiciently cultivated in England now, but which 
was still more neglected by the early Norman tran- 
scribers: to the diflScuIty then of non-access was 
added that arising from the careless writing of igno- 
rant copyists. On all these grounds, therefore^ it was 
much to be desired that a complete collection should 
be made, arranged in order of time, and in which the 
errors of the copyists should be corrected, as far as 
our present state of knowledge permitted. This I 
have attempted to accomplish ; and though I am only 
too well aware how far removed from faultless the 
execution of the work has proved^ I am not without 
hope that it will still be found no trifling boon to the 
legal antiquary and the philologist.

cognized^ and that at some future period these will be 
brought to light, and supply us with the materials for 
a further CoIIection. I will venture to suggest to 
the owners of such archives, that nothing could add 
more to the valne of their libraries than the discovery 
of ancient documents, such as these Saxon Charters ; 
and it is possible that some are yet to be found 
among the muniments of those corporations or fami- 
lies which became the possessors of church-Iands and 
property at the period of the Reformation. Expe- 
rience has taught me, that even in collections which 
have been carefully arranged, and are daly treasured^ 
fortunate diligence may meet with unexpected re- 
wards ; what then may not be expected from a care- 
ful enquiry in repositories which have not been 
arranged and searched with equal labour? In the 
meantime it will be my care to prepare other Indexes 
which may aid the student who desires to use these 
documents for historical purposes, and to render as 
perfect as I can the lists of Kings, Bishops^ Dukes^ 
and Abbots^ and the general Fasti of the Anglo- 
saxon kingdoms : these tables, if they should prove to 
be executed with accuracy, and on a comprehcnsive 
scale^ will not fail to be of service to all who take an 
interest in the antiquities of the English Common- 
wealth.

INTRODUCTION. 



The value of a local index to a work of this de- 
scription will^ it is hoped^ be readily acknowledged : 
I earnestly wish that I could believe the execution of 
the following one to be at all commensurate with its 
importance. But so great are the difficulties^ arising 
partly from the nature of the subject itself^ and partly 
from the want of all aids in its treatment^ that I 
do not venture to send it forth without apologizing 
for its imperfections^ and pleading for the gentle 
consideration of the reader. It may hereafter be 
greatly improved^ when the attention of those who 
possess accurate knowledge of different localities is 
brought to bear upon it; and in proportion as this 
is done^ I will dare to predict that a most surprising 
correspondence will be found between the ancient and 
modern features of the country^ and the names by 
which they were and yet are designated. Nothing 
more clearly proves the permanent character of our 
land-divisions than this one fiE^ct^ wbicb is by no 
means confined to great and fiourisbiBg places^ towns^ 
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manors^ and parishes, but extends even to little 
brooks^ and bills^ and even to the sites of smail 
farmhouses. 

Here and there^ when it could be done with safety^ 
an attempt has been made to identify the ancient 
with the modern names. But it is necessary to 
explain that a fourfold notation has been adopted 
throughout this index to express four different stages 
of certainty in that interpretation. 

Where a name stands alone, with only the reference 
to the numbers of the charters in which it is fouod^ 
its position denotes that I have nothing to say about 
it : thus in the first column^ 

Abban cnudel, 1266 : 

of Abba's crotmdd I unfortunately know nothing. 

Where the name and references are followed by 
another name^ in a line below, and in the same roman 
type, I believe myself to be sure of their identity : 
thus in the same column, 

Acledh^ 186, seq. : 
Ockley, Surrey. 

If a doubt exists as to the identity of an ancient 
and modern name, a note of interrogation is.prefixed 
to the latter : thus, 

il£gelii6^e8 8t6n, 755. 
? Aylton, Hereford, 

denotes that the first-named place was in the county 
of Hereford ; that tbere is a place in that county 
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bearing the second name, bnt tbat it is iincertain 
wbetber tbe places are the same. 

Lastly^ wbere tbe modem name is printed in italic 
cbaracter, it marks an attempt to suggest tbe name 
wbicb may be bome by a corresponding place in tbe 
same county. Tbus, wben I write 

Achangra, 1094. 

Oakhanger, Hants, 

I intend to say tbat Acbangra was in Hampsbire^ and 
that if tbere is any corresponding place in tbat county^ 
it is now probably known by tbe name of Oakbanger^ 
but tbat I bave no means of knowing wbetber tbere is 
sucb a place or not. 

It is obvions tbat tbe local knowledge of tbose 
wbose opportunities favonr sucb investigations^ will 
find its best field in tbis class of names. Tbe sug- 
gestions are founded upon tbe analogies of otber 
names^ and tbe well-ascertained rales of change wbicb 
Anglosaxon words in general manifest in tbeir gra- 
dual declension into Englisb^ still tbis is at tbe best 
an uncertain portion of my labour^ and probably is 
fuU of errors. By printing it in a different type I 
bave endeavoured to guard tbe reader from accepting 
wbat seem probabilities to me for ascertained facts ; 
but experience bas sbewn tbat these guesses are some- 
times fortunate: since the index was begun^ many 
words bave been removed from tbe fourtb into tbe 
second class^ and it is to be boped tbat many more 
may yet be found wortby of a similar transposition. 
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It remains only to say that the numbers refer to 
the numbers of the documents in the Codex ; and that 
in general the names have been transferred from the 
dative^ in which they usually occur, to the nominative 
singular.
